Two Columbus attorneys charged June 3 with promoting 
prostitution in the Short North area, have filed a $11 million 
lawsuit against the city of Columbus, claiming that their 
arrests were “outrageous and extreme.” 
Attorneys James H. Banks, 45, and Nina M. Najjar, 27, sayin 
the suit filed June 16 in U.S. District Court that the prostitution 
charges against them were racially motivated. 
Columbus police vice officers arrested Banks and Najjar at 


one count each of promoting prostitution. 

An affidavit filed with the felony charges said Banks and 
Najjar “knowingly had a business interest” in a brothel, known 
as Dimerro’s North, at 870 N. High St. Also arrested and 
charged was Alan K. Sheppard, 43, of 122 Buttles Ave. Shep- 
pard is not named in the suit. 

Capt. Herman Pennington, commander of the vice squad 
told The CALL & POST that Banks. and Najjar were “silent 
owners” of the alleged brothel, now ciosed.

Pope was on 
her front porch when the door 
opened and someone poked a 


rifle out and fired a shot, strik- , 


ing her in the head, Cherubini 
said. . 
Pope. who lived in a second-

Through the years countless schemes and trickery have 
deprived the Black Community of millions of dollars of gross 
income. And usually, the perpetrators of those plots have been 
racist White Americans. However. recently, the talents and 
skills of some Black Americans were dealt a“crushing blow 
by the quest for power and stereotyped self-image by some 
Black people. . 

lam talking about the 1986 Academy Awards and the 
movie, “The Color Purple.” This flick received nearly a dozen 
nominations for Academy Awards, but did not receive any of 
the coveted “Oscars.” Why? Oh, !}-can-hear your replies of 
racism. But this time racism was in the form of ignorance by 
some Black people. The White man just sat back and watched 
us use the “old game” of divide and conquer. As the film “The 
Color Purple” gained acclaim and fame, Blacks initiated pro- 
tests about it being an unfair depiction of Black life-styles and 
that it was a put-down of the Black male. Blacks even threat- 
ened to picket the Academy Awards extravaganza. Thus. 
Black people provided the impetus for the judges to ignore 

The Color Purple” while making their final votes. Their 
rationale? Why honor a movie about Blacks when Black peo-. 
ple don't give it a position of esteem. 

My friends, when are we going to gain the sophistication of 
separating reality from fantasy? Most movies about Blacks are 
for entertainment purposes, not biographical. I was enter- 
tained by “The Colar Purple,” and not once did I think that it ~ 
was depicting actions of my grandfather, nor his father. 

Did the protestors ever take the time to look at the number 
of Blacks who had paying jobs in “The Color Purple”? And by 
winning some of the prestigious “Oscars,” “The Color Purple 
could have been the springboard for more employment by 
Black actors and actresses.

East as a teacher, and-is 
expected to bring the same

The role of East High School is 
largely symbolic now. Most of its 
students no longer come from 
the near east side; indeed, a 


. majority of its students are now 


white. Yet no one should deny 

the power of the symbol! that East 
High School represents to 
‘Blacks all across Columbus. The 
maintenance of such traditions 
are good for Columbus, and 
should not be tampered with 
lightly. 


We congratulate Scott on his 
appointment, and we encourage 
him to uphold the great tradition 
of leadership with which he has 
been entrusted. 


Reagan's Supreme Cogst 


The proposed elevation, by 
President Reagan, of associate 
Supreme Court justice William 


Rehnquist to the position of: 


Chief Justice on the retirement 
of Warren Burger, and the pro- 
posed addition of District of 
Columbia Court of Appeals: 
judge Antonin Scalia to replace 
Rehnquist, point up the intensely 
conservative nature of the Rea- 
gan agenda--and the ultimate 
hypocrisy in Reagan’s attacks on 
affirmative action. 

William Rehnquist is perhaps 
the most conservative member of 
the Supreme Court in the last 40 
years. While a law clerk, for 
former Supreme Court justice 
Robert Jackson, he wrote in a 


memo to the judge that the dese-- 


gregation of schools in the south 
was wrong--even though he 
denied, when questioned, that 
those were his own sentiments. 


Rehnquist has consistently 
opposed every court-ordered 
desegregation remedy that the 
Supreme Court has permitted 
and consistently attacked affir- 
mative action plans. While 
Warren Burger was no flaming 
liberal on the court--indeed, 
Burger had been appointed to 
bring a conservative tint to the 
court after what Richard Nixon 
perceived as the “excesses” of 
the more liberal Eart Warren 
Court--Rehnquist is even further 
to the right than Burger. 

And, sadly to say, Scalia is 
even further. to the right than 


Rehnquist. He has vigorously 


. and aggressively attacked the 


concept of affirmative action 
programs--and argued that “the 
intelligent’’ members_of the 
Black community agr with 


him. He has consistently ripped | 


freedom of the press. 
The hypocrisy in this matter is 


‘that, according to some-Reagan 


insiders, one of the major rea- 
sons Scalia was appointed was 
because he would become the 
first American of Italian descent 
to serve on the Supreme Court. It 
is amazing that an administration 
which, preaches so hard against 
such distinctions would practice 
such distinctions in their own 
operations. Yet we have found 
that, when it comes to white 
women and ethnic white men, 
the Reagan administration is 
quite willing to practice affirma- 
tive action. It rejects affirmative 
action only when the beneficiar- 
ies might be Black. 

Reagan is attempting to make 
the Supreme Court over in his 
own right-wing, mean-spirited 
image. While the Senate, which 
must approve these nomina- 
tions, usually defers to a presi- 
dent in such matters, the stakes 
are too large to meekly agree 


with Reagan's choices. Reagan 


is attempting to shape the future 
of the Supreme Court for 
decades after he has retired. We 
urge the Senate to carefully 
review, and then reject, these 
nominations. 


The Black Studies Chair 


In the fourteen years that Dr. 
William E. “Nick” Nelson ran the 
Ohio State University's Depart- 
ment of Black Studies, the 
school received nationwide 
recognition as a leader in the 
field. 

Nelson built the department 
into one with one of the broadest 
scopes in the country. It now has 
an indenanrdant faculty: and has 
in the past few years embarked 
on a program to raise funds for 
an endowment of the depart- 
ment. 

At one point, The CALL & 
POST spoke editorially against 
the apparent attack on the Ohio 
State University’s Black Studies 
Program--and, by inference, 
such programs across the coun- 
try. At that time, in 1985, it 
seemed that the program was 
under fire within the OSU aca- 
demic circles. 

Now, after Dr. Neison has been 
rewarded with a well-deserved 


research professorship, it seems 
that many of the same forces 
which attempted to destroy the 
integrity of the Black Studies 
Department are at work again. 
There have been questions 
raised among concerned Black 
faculty and staff about the selec- 
tion process for Dr. Nelson's 
successor. And, there have been 


guestions.that the College of. J. - 


Humanities, which has been 
operating the search, has come 
up-with the best candidates for 
such a demanding position. 


Clearly, the role of any effec- 
tive Black Studies Department is 
to merge the pursuit of the high- 
est standards of academic excel- 
lence with a commitment to edu- 
cate, inform and involve the 
communities in which Black 
people live. These two missions 


are notantagonistic, but 


complimentary.

Vice squad officers were preparing summaries Tuesday for 
the Franklin County Prosecutor's office and the grand jury in

Capt. Pennington said the case is expected to go before the 


grand jury in about two weeks. 


In a 12-page complaint, Attorney James K. Simakis, repres- 
enting Banks and Najjar, said the charges against his clients 
were “wrongfully and frivolously filed without probable cause, 


justification or excuse.” 


The suit contends that white attorneys who represent estab- 
lishments where crimes occur are not similarly charged with 


criminal activities. 


The suit names as defendants Police Chief Dwight Joseph; 
Capt. Pennington, and Detectives Alex Massie and Rick New- 


poff of the Columbus police. 


City Attorney Ron O'Brien and Safety Director Al Montgo- 
mery were served copies of the complaint. “We will be investi- 
gating the facts on this. The suit will be on a backburner until 
criminal charges against the plaintiffs are resolved,” O’Brien 


said. : 


The suit also contends that the plaintiffs were treated like 
common criminals by defendants despite defendants’ knowl- 
edge of plaintiffs’ statuses as attorneys at law and officers of 


the courts of the state of Ohio. 


“Plaintiffs’ offices were searched by defendants Massie, 
Newpoff and Doe pursuant to fraudulently obtained search 
warrants ahd in violation of the attorney-client privileges of 
various plaintiffs clients,” the suit says. : 

The sixth claim in the suit says Capt. Pennington maliciously 
prepared and composed, of and concerning plaintiffs that: 
“Banks and Najjar were silent owners in the business. There 
are records showing that all three were connected with the 


club.” 


Pennington said four people were arrested on prostitution- 
related charges on March 26 after undercover officers were 
propositioned inside the club by female dancers. 

Pennington quoted vice officers as saying that the club was 
one of the places in the Short North area suspected of being 


used for prostitution.

Alfred Sweeney, former 
Call and Post Editor, dies 


Alfred L. Sweeney, a native 
Clevelander and former City 
Editor of the Call and Post, 
died suddenly in his. Washing- 
ton, D.C. home, June 14. 

Funeral services were held in 
Washington, last Thursday. 
Sweeney joined the Call and 
Post in 1956 and helped mold it 
into an award winning news- 
paper. Under his guidance the 
paper won the Russwurm 
Award, the highest honor of a 
Black newspaper, three times. 

Sweeney was also a leader of 
the movement which suc- 
ceeded in electing Carl B. 
Stokes, as mayor of Cleveland.
